Accordingly, the faid Eight Diltrias have on no 
occafion whatever been fubjected to any burden im- 
pofed upon the City of Edinburgh, whether for the 
fupport of its internal government and police, or for 
Seeie the expence of public works within the 
ame. , 

In the 25th year of the reign of his prefent Ma- 
jefty, the Magiftrates and Towa Council of Edin- 
burgh obtained an at of Parliament for building a 
Bridge over the Cowgate, and impofing certain af+ 
feffments:-for defraying the expence of the fame. Io 
confidcration of this communication, which was an 
obje& of confiderable benefit to the inhabitants of 
the Eight Dittri@s, and in confequence of the Ma- 
giftrates having further promifed to fupply the faid 
Kight Diftricts with water, to make a communica-
